x'he  Itesjordy  de  Gabanac  are   said   to  be  originally  of  Carcassonne. 

According   to  d'Hozier,    the  origin  of  the   family  of  the  .Desjjordy  de  Gabanac  of 
Ganada  goes  back  to  Pierre  ae  nordi,  who   said  that  he  came   from  Lombardy.   He  fixed 
his  home  at  first  at  Carcassonne,  but   it  was  not  long  before  he  left   that  town  to  settle 
in  J-ia  Lj. vinierelHerault j  where  he  founded  a  family  in   the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century. 

i'he  proofs  of  the  nooility  of  that  family  were  registered  in  favour  of  Guy  de 
»/orai,   the  son  of  i»ielchoir.    1'he  arms  of  this  house  are  described  thus:    of  azure  on  a 
fess  argent  accompanied  in  chief  by  three  mullets  or  and  at  the  base  by  three  crescents 
argent,  laid  two  and  one. 

1W0   Drothers  of  -uelchoir  de  *Jordi  are  known  to  us,  i^ierre-xrancois,  who  married 
Elizabeth  de  r'radine,  and  voseph,  an  infantry  officer  in  Ganada. 

At  the   time  of  the  invocation  of  the  Edict  of  Hantes,   some  of  the  de  tiordi 
embraced  the  calvinistic  heresy  and  emigrated  to  Germany  on  account  of  their  religion. 

A  genealogical  collection  of  the  ancient  families  of  Frankfort,  which  has  recently 
appeared,   shows   that  the  cerman  armorial   is  full  of  rrench  names  which  are  distinguished 
in  the  world  of  hith  finance,   in  the  army  and  in  the  judiciary,   rrench  names  like 
cordis,  etc.,  are  frequent   in  the  genealogical  tatoles  of  r'rankfort. 

it  is  to  be  assumed  that  those  members  of  the  family  who  sought  the  honour  of 
fighting  on  the  soil  of  ITew  r ranee  came   there  also   in  order  to  practise  more  easily 
the  Catholic  faith. 

Amongst   those  passengers  whmJn  the  J£ing*s   ship,  La  Diligente,  brought  to  us,  were 
the  new  Governor  of  Ganada,  M.  de  Denonville,  his  wife,  his  daughter,   the  abbe  de  Saint- 
valier,  the  future  bishop  of  Quebec,  a  score  of  officers,  amongst  whom  were   the  young 
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lieutenants  Ites.jordy  ae  Gabanac,  uncle  and  nephew,  *oseph  and  Francois,  aged  respect- 
ively  twenty-four  and  nineteen  years. 

x'he  voyage  was  long  and  very  difficult,    ihe  vessel  left  La  Rochelle  in  the  beginn- 
ing of  *une  and  arrived  at  Quebec  only  on  the   29th  of  «July(1685). 

j)hey  took  part  in  the  war  with  Denonville  against  the  iroquois. 

in  1695,  a  little  time  after  the  year  when  rrontenac  rebuilt  the  fort  which  bears 
his  name,  he  entrusted  the  command  of  it   to  Desjordy  iuoreau  de  Gabanac.    x'hat  was  Francois. 

On   the  26th  of  November,  1696,  he  married  i.iarie-Anne  Nolan,  who  left  him  two 
daughters,  Anne  and  Catherine. 

After  her  death,  he  married  Louise-Catherine  itobineau  de  PDfrtneuf ,  daughter  of 
xiene ,  .baron  de  Portneuf ,  and  of  itiarie  -eneuf.    ihis  marriage  was  celebrated  at  Cap-Oe- 
la-iJadeleine  on  the  ^^nd  of  November,   170b. 

xouise-Oatherine  Hobineau  was  the  aunt  of  captain  Robineau  de  r'ortneuf ,  founder 
of  the  city  of  x'oronto,  who  died  in  such  a  tragic  manner,  the  victim  of  the  wreck  of 
the  AUGLSi'L,   oil  the   shores  of  Gape  Breton,    in   the  autumn  of  1761. 

Desjordy  was  seignior  of  Saint-Roch-des-Aulnets,  and  by  the  marriage  portion  of 
his  wife,   seignior  of  the   He  uouchard,  near  Lfontreal. 

On  the  7th  of  J«ayf  1720,  he  became  governor  of  i'hree  Rivers,  where  he  died  in  the 
fifty -ninth  year  of  his  age,   on   the  16th  of  February,   1726. 

He  was  made  a  knight  of  baint-x.ouis  by  a  letter  of  the  Aing  of  the  date  dune  28th, 
1718. 

Another  rrancois  Desjordy  de  Gabanac,   and  who   signed  also  Saint-George  de  Gabanac, 
was  commandant  at  Port  rrontenac. 

He  was  born  on   the  £>rd  of  uctober,   170o,   and  was   baptized  at  Champlain  on   the 
11th  of  February,   1704.    nis  godfather  was  uean-iiaptiste  Desjordis,   acting  for  iv.essire

Francois  ae  Beauharnois,   intendant  of  the  King  in  Ifew  trance. 

He  was  the  son  of  ^oseph  Itesjordy  de  Cabanac,  already  mentioned,  and  of  .uiadeleine 
Pezard  de  la  x'ouche.   His  father  was  co-seignior  of  Ghamplain. 

x'his  is  what  the  official  documents  say  of  him: 

On  the  29th  of  i-ay,   1725,  he  received  a  commission  of  second  ensign  and  full  pay. 

in  the  month  of  April,  1736,   the  King  granted  him  a  full  ensigncy. 

On  the  25th  of  Liarch,  1738,  he  succeeded  to   the  lieutenancy  of  his  deceased  brother. 

in  1744  he  was   raised  to  the  rank  of  captain. 

in  a  public  document  executed  in  presence  of  the  notary  Panet  of  the  date  November 
16th,  174*6,  le  Sieur  Francois  Desjordy  de  Cabanac,  captain  of  a  company,  commandant  for 
the  King  at  rort  Frontenac,   is  mentioned  as  such. 

Lafillard,   in  giving  the  lists  of  service  of  the  two  Desjordy  de  Cabanac,  Francois 
and  .uelchoir,  confused  their  names  and  described  itelchoir  as  dying  at  Fort  Frontenac  on 
the  3rd  of  July,  1754.    The  certificate  of  burial  says  distinctly  that  Melchoir,  esquire, 
knight  of  3aint-Louis,  died  at  i'hree  Rivers  on  the  5th  of  April,   1763.   And  as   it   is 
certain  that  one  of  the  two  de  Cabanac  died  in  1754,   it  can  only  be  Francois.   Lafillard 
mentions  the  fact  and  the  place;   at  *'ort  frontenac. 

rrom  these   two  documents  it  appears  clear  that  Francois  Desjordy  was  commandant 
at  rort  frontenac   in  1746,   that  he  died  commandant  at   the  same  place  in  1754.   We  cannot 
be  certain   that  he  was   in  office  for  the  whole  period. 

Francois  l>esjordy  de  Cabanac  married  at  Montreal  on  January  18th,   1734,     fheresa, 
daughter  of  Alphonse  de   I'onty,  baron  de  Pauldy.    She  received  as  marriage  portion  a 
large  piece  of  property,   situated  in  the  street  of  Ifotre-Dame   in  Montreal. 

He   livea  in  i^ontreal   from  1734  to   1740,  and  then  went  to  live   in  Ghamplain. 

I'here  were  nine  children  from  this  marriage.  A  son  fought   in  the  last  campaign 
and  then  went  to  France. 
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X  do  not  know  whether  .uiadume  nesjordy  de  Cabanac  died  at  tfort  rrontenac.    l  find 
nowhere  any   traoe  of  her  burial. 
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
